THE SITUATION. 
_ YESTERDAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

AvuGusTA, Me., Jan. 8.—Nothing has been real- 
ly accomplished to-day in settlementof the 
anomalous and critical condition of the State 
Government. When Mr. Hale went out with the 
sixty Republicans who hold the Governor’s cer- 
tificate of election, to have them sworn in, the 
House was left with butone Republican pres- 
ent. But instead of proceeding to do any busi- 
ness, the Fusionists took a recess, and, as soon 
as they returned, not having been able to get 
qualified, the House adjourned. The journal of 
proceedings in the House yesterday, as correct- 
ed, plainly shows that all the business, includ- 
ing the election of officers, was transacted 
by less than a quorum, and is without validity. 
The action ot the President of the Senate in re- 
fusing to qualify the Republicans caused much 
speculation concerning his motives, and the 
opinion is held by many that it was prompted 
more by the fears of the Fusionists as to what 
might happen if so many Republicans were ad- 
mitted to the House than by the ostensible 
reason. It is certainly a remarkable course to 
take, for there is 

NO LEGAL LIMITATION 
of the Acting Governor’s authority while serv- 
ing. Acting Governors are no strange thing 
under the working of the Maine Constitution, 
and they never before hesitated to do any imme- 
diately necessary business. 

Soon after the adjournment a written com- 
munication was received from this officer, say- 
ing that he would give a reply to the gentlemen 
desiring to bg,qualified at 10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning, arid requesting their presence at the 
Council Chamber at thathour. The Fusionists 
begin to see that they have by no means yet ac- 
complished their purpose. 

The cool, deliberate, confident way in which 
Mr. Hale proceeded to-day to have the journal 
corrected in several particular points, making 
no secret of the fact that he regarded it as of 
the utmost importance, but asking nothing 
which it was possible to dispute, had a 
disconcerting effect. They were also disturbed 
by the sudden change in the Republican plans 
shown by their determination to take their seats 
in the House.

verified. One of them is that the Council are to 
resign in a body to-morrow.

INDIAN COMMISSIONERS. | 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 8.—The annual meet- 
ing of the Board of Indian Commissioners began 
here this morning. Besides the members of the 
Board there were present at the morning session 
the representatives of the different missionary 
bodies which are engaged in the work of civil- 
izing the Indians,and on whose nominations 
many of the Indian Agents receive their appoint- 
ments. The Protestant Episcopal and Roman 
Catholic Mission Boards were not present at the 
meeting to-day. The Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs was present. The representatives of one 
branch of the Soelety of Friends, and 
the Rev. Dr. Alden, Secretary of the 
American Board, both enlarged on the 
untoward influence exerted on the Indians 
under their care by the constant fear of the loss 
of present homes and removal to strange reser~ 
vations. Dr. Alden spoke strongly on the case 
of the Santee Sioux, who, he said, are now fully 
prepared for citizenship, and who, if they could 
be assured of permanent possession of their 
homes and protection under the laws, would 
form a valuable community. The representa- 
tives of the two Baptist Boards, whose work is 
mainly in the Indian Territory, spoke of the un- 
rest amiong the partially civilized tribes there, 
caused by a fear that the Territory isto be 
thrown open to white settlement. 

The Rev. Mr. Morehouse, of the American 
Baptist Board, said that this feeling of restive- 
ness was the strongest obstacle to improvement 
among those people, and he declared that it has 
now taken a form that may become extremely 
dangerous; that the tribes of the Territory are 
beginning to count upon their numbers and to 
estimate the resources they could bring into 
action to resist by physical force any attempt to 
wrest their lands from them. 

A RESOLUTION WAS ADOPTED 
requesting the Secretary of the Interior to ask 
Congress for an appropriation to be expended 
for educational purposes in Alaska. It is under- 
stood that this resolution was prepared with the 
approval and after conference with the Sec- 
retary. Before this resolution was there 
was some general discussion, during which it 
was suggested by Dr. Lowrie and others that the 
Beard ought to devote its efforts to securing 
some provision for the education of all Indian 
youth. The need of such a provision has long 
been felt, and, at the last two meetings, plans to 
that end have been discussed.

A Thrilling Story of Life on Our 
Indian Frontier. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasnrvetor, D. C., Jan. 8.—The following is 
the full text of all tho correspondence and doc- 
uments in the Interior Department relating to 
the Ute outbreak.

PENDLETON’S FINANCE AMENDMENT. 

Senator Pendleton, of Ohio, has devised an 
amendment to the Bayard resolution for the 


demonetization of greenbacks, with the 


avowed purpose of “uniting the Democrats 
and throwing the Republicans into confu“ 
sion.” He proposes to let the Bayard resolu- 
tion stand as originally proposed, but to add: 
“And such notes [the demonetized green- 
backs] shall not be available for any of the 
reserves required to be kept by the National 
banks, and all such reserves shall be kept in 


su And said notes shall not 
available for any ofthe reserves required to ! 
kept by the National banks, and all such re- 
serves shall be kept in coin.” 

As this in nowise affects the status of the 
demonetized greenbacks, as proposed by Mr. 
Bayard, itis a mere partisan trick designed 
to pander to the hostility which a large pro- 
portion of the Democratic party entertains 
for the National banks, to divert atten- 
tion from the real object of the Bayard reso- 
lution. 

If the Ba resolution be reported with 
the Pendleton addendum, it will be as much 
as ever a scheme for divesting the greenbacks 
of their legal-tender quality, to be followed in- 
evitably by the extinction of the greenbacks, 
because they cannot be maintained in circula- 
tion when they are deprived of their debt-pay- 
ing power, except at such a cost to the Gov- 
ernment in selling bonds to buy gold as Con- 
gress and the country would not permit for 
any length of time. The whole burden of 
furnishing gold to the banks, to the export- 
ers, and to every man requiring the 
use of legaltender money, would then 
fall on the Government. The end would 
be that the demonetized greenbacks would 
not be reissued, but would be can- 
celed and destroyed as fast as redeemed, 
and in a short period they would have disap- 
peared from circulation, leaving no legal 
tender money in the country, except a little 
gold and silver, which would quickly invite 
panics and stringency in the money market. 
In their present character, the greenbacks are 
practically coin-rertificates, exchangeable for 
gold or silver; but, haying the legal-tender 
quality, the holders of such notes do not rush 
on the Treasury and demand the coin, but 
rather prefer thé legal-tender paper for the 
discharge of indebtedness as more conven- 
tent and as cheaper in handling. Whenever 
they shall cease to be legal-tender, they will 
be rushed in upon the Treasury by the banks 
and the people for exchange.in gold, and the 


Government will be compelled within a brief 


period to choose between a suspension of 
specie-payments and the absolute extinction 
of the greenbacks. 

So far as the fate of the greenbacks is con- 
cerned, Mr. Pendleton's position does not 
differ from that of Mr. Bayard. If it were 
possible for the former gentleman to claim 
consistency in financial diseussion, he might 
point back to the fact that he originally op- 
posed the issue of National legal-tender notes 
as unconstitutional under any and all circum- 
stances, and thus justify his present ad- 
vocacy of their extinction. But, unfortu- 
nately for such ¢laim, Mr. Pendleton subse- 
quently revised his notions of the greenbacks 
so radically that he advocated their issue in 
time of peace as irredeemable scrip, to the 
extent of thousands of millions of dollars, to 
be used in liquidation of the Government 
bonds, and during late years he has given aid 
and encouragement to the wildest vagaries of 
the Extreme inflationists and flatists: But, 
even if Mr. Pendleton had personally been 


consistent in his treatment of the greenback 


question, he would appeal in vain to the 
Democratic party of Ohio, and to the great 
bulk of the party thronghout the country, to 
ratify a project that will lead up to the re- 
tirement and destruction of greenbacks, and 
a reduction of of the available 
legal-tender fund of the country. 

Bayard’s resolation as it stands would have 
all the effect upon the banks which Pendle- 
ton’s addendum would exert, Whenever the 
greenbacks shall cease to be legal-tender the 
banks can no longer make them avaliable as 
reserves. ‘The banks will then be compelled 
to redeem their notes in coin, and to pay out 
coin for deposits whenever the depositors de- 
mand. the coin. Hence, whether so expressed 
in the law or not, they will be obliged to ac- 
cumulate coin reserves by the withdrawal of 
coin from the United States Treasury. The 
language of the Pendleton addition to Bay- 
ard’s resolution is consequently meaningless, 
except as it is designed to mislead the Dem- 
ecrats into thinking that, by supporting the 


‘| scheme in the shape Pendleton desires to 


present it, they will be visiting some special 
punishment upon the National banks. 

The real significance of the Pendleton 
suggestion is, that it foreshidows the Demo- 
cratic purpose to break down the National- 
banking system after the greenback system 
shall have been destroyed. This desi gn was 
partially revealed before the holiday vacation 
by the introduction of a measure into the 
House of Representatives which proposes a 
repeal of the 10 per cent tax on the circula- 
tion of private-bank notes of issue.. It was 
announced that this measure will have the

They first proposed to fepeal the 
charters, and then to substitute greenbacks 
forthe bank-notes. Having failed in both 
theae attempts, there is now a double and 
furtive attack upon the banks. In the House 
it is proposed to open the way for private 
corporations to furnish State-sovereignty cur- 
rency, and in the Senate Pendleton proposes 
to help undermine the National banks by

The situa- 
tion is beginning to provoke discussion in 
military circles. The German papers con- 
tain articles upon the line of defense against 
Russia, and the Russian papers contain sim- 
Uar articles upon the line of defense against 
Germany and Austria, and the Augsburg All- 
gemeine Zeitung points out with pride that 
Germany has ten railroads running to her east- 


ern frontier, by which she could transport her . 


entire army in a few days, and long before 
Russia gould reach it, thus securing to her- 
self all the advantage in case of an attempted 
on. | 

All this is sufficiently exciting, but it does 
not follow by any means that there is to be 
an immediate war between Russia and Ger- 
many. Russia is in no condition to make 
war upon the latter, either politically or 
financially. If she found it extremely diffi- 
cult. to overcome the broken-down Power 
south of the Balkans, what hope of success 
could she entertain against Germany in 
league with Austria, aggregating 80,000,000 
people and the two strongest and best- 
equipped armies in Europe? It is much 
more reasonable to suppose that these move- 
ments of Russia are precautionary in char- 
acter and of ‘a defensive nature, as an offset 
to the recent Austro-German alliance, which 
was aimed against the extension of Russian 
power in Europe, and equally against any 


alliances which she might seek to make. 


Germany has made a masterly step in con- 
cluding an offensive and defensive alliance 
with Austria. It establishes a mighty power 
in Europe no nation will wish to offend. 
The effort of Bismarck to unite the Teutonic 
nations in a Zollverein is, hardly less im- 
portant, for when joined by the com- 
inercial bond of free trade the result 
must strengthen the national bonds as 
well, and establish a vast, dominating em- 
pire in Central Europe. It is but natural 


| that Russia should watch these proceedings 


with something like alarm, and put forth im- 
mediate efforts to strengthen her frontier 
against any emergency that may arise. 

The really important phase of all this mili- 
tary stir is the significant warning which 
Germany has given France against forming 
an alliance with Russia. Such an alliance 
as this has been the dream of France ever 
since the close of the Franco-German War. 
She has been thirsting for revenge for the 
past ten years, and Russia is the only Power 
to whom she can look for an alliance. The 
Cologne Gazette, however, which is Bis- 
marck organ, and which has always re- 
flected his views on the foreign policy of the 
Empire, sets this matter at rest by its refer- 
ence to the speech of Prince Hohenlohe, the 
German Ambassador at Paris, delivered on 
the occasion of President Grévy’s recep- 
tion to the Diplomatic Corps on New- 
Year’s Day. In that speech he ex- 
pressed the confidence which Germany 
felt in the new Cabinet formed by De Frey- 
einet and the friendly feeling of the Empire 
towards France, which expression would 
never have been authorized had not De 
Freycinet satisfactorily explained the for- 
eign policy of France to Bismarck. - The 
purport of this is thus explained by the 
Gazette? No Ministry in France can last 
long if Bismarck opposes it. To such a pur- 
pose, Heaven be thanked, we possess the 
requisite material, force, and: power which 
stand at the head of it. No State can stand 
on good terms with Germany which enters 
into political intimacy with Russia. At 
home the French may manage their affairs as 
they like, only they must not threaten us or 
the peace of Europe, or, which for the mo- 
ment is the same thing, they must not by any 
attitude of theirs encourage Russia to enter 
into new adventures.” Viewed by these 
lights, the situation may be briefly stated as 
follows: Germany has formed an alliance 
with Austria and holds Russia in check, 
as the only Power which now threat- 
ens the peace of Europe, and at 
the same time has, for the present at least, 
debarred France from entering into alliance 
with Russia. So far from the military situa- 
tion, therefore, being warlike, its tendency is 
rather pacific, and the most recent move- 
ments of Bismarck are eminently calculated 
to continue instead of to disturb the peace 
of Europe. There is but one motive strong 
enough to induce the Czar to enter upon a 
foreign war at present, and that is the hope 
of settling the miserable condition of the in- 
ternal affairs of his Empire by diverting the 
attention of his people from them; but that 
he should deliberately plunge into a war 
without allies against Germany and Austria, 
with the certain result of overwhelming dis- 
aster, is inconcebvable.

The political atrocity in Maine shows that 
the Democratic leaders are as corrupt, as 
conscienceless, and as depraved in New En- 
gland as in Mississippi, Louisiazia, or South 
Carolina.

It is hoped and believed that the Democrat- 
ic crime in Maine will yet be defeated and 
the people’s representatives secured in pos- 
session of the Government.

ernment? The public does not realize it; but 
the fact is, the most startling feature of the 
general politica! situation is the circumstance 
that power has been usurped by the minority, 
using force, in several Southern States, and 
the usurpation continued, now, for years. 
And the Government of the Nation confesses 
itself powerless to prevent or punish the 
erimes against the right of franchise which 
these usurpations involve. 

The South has been made solidly Demo- 
cratic by frauds upon the ballot-box, and 
these frauds have been rendered possible only 
through the capital crime of murder. And 
yet the country has remained calm because, 
apparently, the frauds and crimes were com- 
mitted in the extreme South. The Northern 
people in a good-natured way have said: 
The South is solidly Democratic by fraud;

The Northern people have 
thought—good souls—to cure the evil of fraud 
in elections at the South by honest elections 
atthe North. They seem to have forgotten |

KNOTTY QUESTIONS. 

The trunk line arbitrators—Chariles Francis 
Adams, Jr., David A. Wells, and J. A. Wright 
are just now wrestling with one of the most 
knotty problems that has ever been submitted 
to them for arbitration.

This di- 
vision proved to be entirely satisfactory, but 
about a year ago the Burlington & Quincy 
made a demand for a share of this 
business, and the New York authorities went to 
work without consulting the road's own interest.

Kennard & „ Of Indianapolis, estimate 
that the winter packing of this city will fall short 
at least 457,000 hogs as compared with last year, 
making allowance for diminished weight, and 
the deficiency may be as much as 650,000.

Garfield on the Tariff. 


The following letter from Gen. Garfield, which 
was written to square himself on the tariff ques- 
tion, was received by Senator Beer, of As d, 
and was used with good effect in the caucus. It 
does not commit him to any dogma on the tariff 
question, but carefully. announces him as in 
harmony with the Republican party, and points 
to his speeches: 

“ Wasurnaror, D. C., Dec. 16, 1879.—Dear Sir: 
Yours of the 12th inst., inclosing a slip from the 
Columbus Diapatch, is received. The writer of 
that article is either stupidly ignorant or a will- 
Pul falsifier. I have voted for every Republican 
tariff bill which has the House since I 
have been a member of it. I have made 
at least four elaborate speeches on the 
tariff since I have been in Congress, 
besides numerous short speeches in de- 
bate. My first full speech on the subject 
was in 1866, the second in 1870, and the third and 
fourth in 1878. Ihave been recognized for sev- 
eral years as tne leader of the Republican 
party on this subject; and every Republican 
member of the House knows my position, and, 
as I believe. approves it. In 1868 I made a speech 
in favor of the ee nam of specie- payments, 
in which I discussed eluborately the doctrines of 
money and the obligation of the Nation to pay 
its debt. The Secretary of the Treasury sent 
some copies of that speech to our Minister in 
London, believing that it would strengthen our 
credit abroad. John Bright received a copy, and 
was so pleased with it that he had me elected an 

honorary member of the ‘Cobden Club.’

‘FIRES. 


AT LA GRANGE, MO.

Mass-Mecting of the Striking Butchers 


at Dexter Park. | 


Richard Powers Harangues the Union, 
and Urges Persistence, 


Though He Was Not Opposed to a Oonfer- 
ence for Oompromise. 


Similar Speeches by O'Connell and Other 
Agitators. 


The event of the day at the Stock-Yards yes- 
terday was the mass-mecting which the Butchers’ 
Union held during the afternoon in Dexter Park. 
Not since the palmy days of this once popular 
race-track has it inclosed such a mass of human 


beings as stood closely packed yesterday af ter- 


noon in the wet grass and mud, to the west of 
the grand stand, upon whose upper gallery 
stood the orators of the day and their privileged 


friends. Computations vary as to the size of the 


crowd which was present to hear and applaud 
the speeches, but a fair estimate would probably 
place its number at not less than from 8,008 to 
10,000 people. Perfect concord and quict reigned 
throughout the whole proceedings, and not the 
slightest evidence of intoxication was observ- 
able throughout the vast assemblage. 

The meeting was called to order by the Presi- 
dent of the Union, Daniel O'Connell, who said 
that hitherto the public had been able to get 
only a one-sided view of the merits of the strug- 
gie which the packers and butchers were en- 
gaged in, but that the present open meeting of 


4} the Union would give them an opportunity to 
-speak out upon matters which were misunder- 


stood. The speakers present would correct and 
denounce certain rumors which had gotten 
abroad, would prove that they were untrue, and 
would show that the Union was still unanimous 
in its support of what they struck for, and were 
determined to remain in harmony upon that 
and to continue in the policy of peace to- 
s all others, as they had done from the be- 


ni > 

Ricard Powers, a gentleman of whom the 
Union never tires andin whose judgment they 
piace a confidence hardly second to t enjoyed 
y President O'Connell himself, being called 
pow by the Chairman, said that it seemed 
almost asif the eye of God was watch the 
movement being carried on by the butchers. 
This was shown by the fact that while half an 
hour before the meeting gathered the eye could 
hardly pierce the mist, now it had lifted so 
that the whole Wr could 22 see 
Hutch's, Armour’s, ana all the other packing- 


to catch a glimpse of the meeti were clearly 
visible. e reminded his hearers t , 
was the twentieth day of the strike which every- 
said was going to be so detrimental to pub- 

lic interests, and, though the strain had been 
hard on the workingmen, they had borne it pa- 
tiently and were now more determined than 
ever to hold out to the last. The present meet- 
ing was a public one, and if the subsidized press, 
which had maligned the Union since the strike 
began, had a representative on hand they were 
ready to hear w It had been 
remarked during the day that because 
the Union had come to this old sport- 
ing to hold their meeting they intended 
du the day to have some sport, but they 
would show that such was not the case, and that 
the butchers would be as calm and quiet in 
their mass-meeting as they had been ever since 
the beginning of the strike. He denied that the 
Union was governed by any one man or set of 
men; on the other hand the officers were simply 
the servants of the body, and were ready to step 
down and out directly they ceased to represent 
the Union and out faithfully its will. He 
asked the meeting to demonstrate by a show of 
hands ‘whether they were willing to indorse the 
conduct of their officers, when every hand shot 
— heers were given for the 

1. 

It had been said, the speaker went on, that he 
was a blatherskite, u plotter, and well known in 
all labor troubles. might be true, but at 
any rate no one could be able to say that he had 
not been willing to 
MEET THE PACKERS HALF WAY. 


Some days ago he offered a set of propositions to 
the packers,—the same which were published in 
Tue Trrsune of the following day,—and they 
showed that he was as willing as any one to se- 
cure for both packing-house-men and packers 
an adjustment of their differences which would 
be without dishonor to either. [Cheers.] It was 
very far from his desire to see that set of struct- 
ures inting to the ri going to 
ruin; but yet it was the duty of the Union to hold 
firm and strong as long as possible. The speaker 
then indu in some personalities at the ex- 
pense of anti-Union packers, saying, how- 
ever, a good word for Sid Kent, whom he char- 
acterized asthe only one in the lot having the 
interest of the.butchers at heart, and for whom 
he ask cheers, which were given with a 
will. The others, he said, the butchers had cor- 
nered in a style which would do the sharpest of 
the Board of Trade operators credit, and they 
intended to keep them so cornered until they 
had gained their point. He accused the kers 
of having attempted to bribe the Catholic 
Church, ptating that Mr. Michael Cudahy,himself 
a Catholic, had made the attempt. 
With regard to intimidation, he ch that 
it began with the packers. The accusation that 
nion was bribing expert hands to stay 
away from the packing-houses was not true, but 
itwas a great ** to the Union to ac- 
* ain that they enough money to do it 
with. 


The speaker then devoted his oratorical powers 
to a discussion of Mr. Emory A. Storrs, and of 
his recent connection with the packers’ side of 
the strike, from which he passed to the consider- 
ation of areportin an evening paper to the ef- 
fect that some of the packers had visited a 
clairvoyant, y to find out from her just 
when the strike was going to end, but chiefly to 
secure the services of her husband, who is a 
24 Communist, to offer a resolution at 

he Trade and Labor Council in favor of the po- 
sition taken by the packers. 

The speaker then said that while in the nature 
of things it was possible that the Union might 
have to give in and abandon its claims, yet it 
would never consent to give up its name. The 
name of O’Connell was no disgrace to the Union 
[cheers] and nobody yet had done anything of 
which it could be ashamed. He then used a few 
of the staple arguments on the labor and capital 
question, and repeated the one already some- 
what out of wear in which the right of the Union 
man to decline to work beside a “scab” is com- 

d to that of a Board of Trade man to decline 
70 operate save with a brother member of the 
Board. 

In conclusion, he called down a complicated 
and very dread curse upon himself if ever 
the Butchers’ Union surrendered with his con- 
sent to the claims of the capitalists. They 
might have to give way to the packers in the 
present struggle, but they would never abandon 
the Union itself. In the meantime he 
would warn the packers not to tempt the Union 
too far. The pitcher went often to the well, but 
it got broken at last. incense) These were not 
Intended as inciting words, but merely as ‘a 
Dan warning. He hoped, on the other hand, 
that the butchers would continue sober, peace- 
ful, cool, calm, deliberate, and resolute, assur- 
ing thein that this was their only way to suc- 
ceed, and that if they followed it success would 
be theirs to a certainty. 

When the applause which followed Mr. Pow- 
ers’ specch had subsided a few faint calls were 
made for Ald. Lawler, who was present on the 
platform. Mr. Powers was equal to the occa- 
sion, however, and just as the Alderman, who 
was not in his own ward by-the-by, had finished 
making the preliminary cough, he shut him off 
peremptorily with the remark, No, we don't 
a cas interfering with our busi- 
ness.“ e bint was sufficient, and the Alder- 
man retired discomfited to the background. 

MR. M. J. DOWNS OPENED HIS SPEECH 
with the remark that the report had gone abroad

they were in favor of continuing the strike, the 
nse being unanimous in favor of so doing.

He had 
never been consulted by the packers in regard 
to the.strike, and had not conversed with the 
representatives of the Union upon that subject 
until that day. He, like all other middle men, 
was being injured by the strike, and would like 
to see itatan end. Somebody was wrong in the 
matter, and the sooner the wrong was made 
right the better. For the last month the com- 
mission men had been idle, waiting for the last 
of this thing, and it now looked as thougt the 
worst had not yet come. The commerce of the 
city was being scattered by it; the places of the 
expert strikers were fast being filled by men 
from other cities, and in those which were not so 
filled were men who were fast learning thein 
business and fitting themselves to do their du- 
ties.

No change was noted yesterday in the condi- 
tion of affairs at the yards. Cases of assault 
and intimidation were rare, the only report of 
90 uence being one to the effect that a num- 
ber of Union men broke into a non-Union 
boarding-house at No. 633 Emerald ave- 
nue. ednesday evening, and beat the 

roprietor, named William Ellinger, and a 

arder. The receipts of hogs were 16,000, the

In conversation with Mr. Fowler Tue TRIBUNE 
reporter learned that that gentleman did not 
think the packers would be at ull anxious to en- 
gage in the scheme of arbitration proposed at 
the meeting held by the Union during the after- 
noon. For his part, he would take at least a 
week to consider the subject before he decided 
whatto do in the matter.

THE CURRENCY. 


Financial Questions .Sensibly Dis- 


cussed by a Chicago 
Merchant. 


Mr. J. V. Farwell’s Views on Silver, 
Gold, and Greenbacks. 


CurcaGo, Jan. 2.—To the Editor of the New 
York Graphic: The Monetary Commission of 
both Houses of Congress in 1876 collected a vast 
amount of statistics relating to the relative pro- 
duction and value of gold and silver in different 
eras, and also to the power of legal enactments 
to disturb such relations as agents of exchange. 

The result was that the majority advised free 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 15% to 1. followed 
by the final passage of the Silver bill legalizing 
restricted coinage at 16 to 1. The people had 
just been heard from on the subject of an irre- 
deemable greenback currency, and Congress 
mustered courage to go that far in the right di- 
rection. 

Since then the Silver bill has not relieved our 
financial condition 

AS IT WOULD HAVE DONE 
had it been zealously executed and accepted by 
the banks and bankers of our country. 

Happily for us, when specie-payments were 
resumed, we had so much more to sell than we 
have had to buy, that coin came from abroad in 
sufficient quantities to relieve us from a paper 
basis, and the questions that should now occupy 
our attention are wholly in the line of how to 
perpetuate, with the least friction, the present 
status of financial stability, and, 
business prosperity. Do we or do we not n 
all the silver and all the gold that is available to 
use as money? 

Should the United States attempt the use of 
both, interchangeably at a fixed ratio, without 
the co-operation of other nations ? 

What, in the light of experience and pres- 
ent facts, should that ratio be? And, last, 
should greenbacks be continuéd as legal-tenders 
in our system ? 

First, do we need both metals? With half the 
civilized world using paper only. and the other 
half (whigh uses coin) be compelled to sup- 
plement use with a much larger amount of 
paper, to say nothing of bank checks and 


rafts, we have an emphatic answer to this 


question: 

UNANSWERABLY. « 
Add to this that silver constitutes more than 
half the money of the world, and any one who 
will claim that we can dispense with silver as 
money, with no more restrictions than are ap- 


plied to gold, must have a revelation from some 


source not indorsed by reason or fact. 

The first visite for stability in the use of 
paper is that it can be redeemed on demand. By 
dividing the coin and doubling the paper to take 
its place, the first principles of sound finance 


are violated. We certainly do need botn metals 


to use as money to insure safety in issuing ag ot 
sufficient to supplement it in carrying on 
business of the world. 

If so, should we as a nation attempt it with- 
out co-operation? If England. from sheer self- 
fishness, demonetizes silver when the balance of 
trade is in her favor, se she is not a pro- 
ducer of it, my imp ion is that a few years 
like the past, with the balance in our favor, will 
compel a return to reason and righteousness on 
this subjeet on her part. The best policy for the 
whole world is our true policy, and, being the 
largest producers of both metals, we ought to 
have the heaviest voice_in saying in what ratio 
they shall both be used, inasmuch as both are 
absolutely needed. 

WE SHOULD USE 
whether other nations do or not. The legisla- 
tion that demonetized silver in our country was 
procured withont any discussion before the peo- 
ple, who are most interested in the results of 
such legislation. ' 

The existence and production of gold and sil- 
ver, being of about equal value, and their use 
as money hitherto by nearly the whole world, 
should of itself determine our action, as one of 
the great, and soon to be the greatest, nations 
in the world. 

The next fifty years will —.— an immense 
increase in the production of both metals, and 
the use of both as money, to meet the wants of 
increasing populations and increased channels 
of trade made more active by ever-impro 
modes of dealing with obstacles in the way 
human progress. | 

No friend of America, and no friend of toil 
millions sighing for higher civilization an 
lighter burdens in the rest of the world, can for 
a moment consent to cutting in twain the power 
which must do this work, ifitis ever done. No 
able financier can advise it and escape the con- 
demnation which all the facts of history furnish 
with unvarying certainty. What should the 
ratio be? e dishonest cry for an “ honest 
dollar“ has warped the judgment of the very 
best of men on this point. 

The fact that the silyer dollar of our country 
will buy more of all kinds of property, (except 
gold) than it ever would before e history of 
America shows at least that silver has 

MORE THAN MAINTAINED ITS RELATIVE VALUE 
with other property, motwithstand our own 
and Germany's action in seconding England to 
demonetize it. It is a marvel that it is so against 
such odds, and only shows that Providence has 
enacted a law to govern the use of the precious 
metals that no. human enactments can success- 
fully change and prosper. I believe 15% to 1—the 
ratio now used in Europe—is nearer the normal 
relative value than 16 to 1 with us, and that our 
adoption of that ratio would aid very mate- 
rially in securing the eee of. Europe in 
an international law regu it permanently. 
The debts that now press so heavily upon the 
debtor class were mostly created when paper 
was the only money we had. Is it honest or 
wise to compel payment in gold, as New York 
and Boston bankers would,if they could? In 
my opinion, it would be much more honest and 
infinitly wiser to allow 9 — in silver at 
15% to 1. as the surest. and quickest way to do 
away with the present m n on the bullion 
value of the two metals, on t basis. 

The action of banks and bankers against sil- 
ver is inexplicable to me upon any other t 

A PURELY SELFISH BASIS. 


Suppose the balance of trade turns against us, 
as it may, and we have but a small sepply of 
silver on hand, because of their continued action 
against’ its use, our gold must go back to settle 
balances, and nothing in God's world can pro- 
vent the recurrence of a 78 panic, with all its 
disastrous. consequences to trade. ile 
if silver is restored to its money power, 
in fact as well as in theory, we could re 
all our gold, and, by the very operation of re- 

lacing it with silver, restore it to its normal re- 
ations to gold, filehed from it by unfriendly 
legislation through the secret manipulations of 
the gold interes ho have ever since been 
shouting for an honest dollar.“ It looks like 
getting a man's note, and immediately going to 
work to make it almost impossible for him to 


pay it. 

Should greenbacks be retained as legal-tender 
money? 

Theoretically, no; 

PRACTICALLY, YES, 
— os time being at least, and probably for a 
ong time, 
e of the West once had “ stumptail money.“ 

—a currency that had no place for redemption 
and nothing to redeem with, —and under that 
currency it cost us to pay New York bills 1% to 
25 per cent when we could buy exchanges at all, 
and those of us who were determined not to be 

rotested remitted wheat to New York. 
Since we have had greenbatks our ex- 
changes have cost noth We have learned to 
appreciate a currency under whose benign influ- 
ence exchanges’ can be made with least diffi- 
culty to business; and until our financial status 
is assured by the free coinagé of silver to take 
their place as fast as they are retired from their 
present position, Chittendon may besiege the Su- 
preme Court, and evena President and Treasury 
Secretary may besiege to demoncetize 
them as well as silver, and “honest 
dollar“ (?) men. all over the coun- 
try may cry out for it, but the intelli- 
gent masses who ca on the business of the 
will never con- 
sent to suc move, and will surely regulate 
any Congress which shall seek to regulate our 
present financial status with such a lever. It 
will be time enough for the Government to re- 
tire the greenback legal-tenders when it shall 
have seen the country prepared for it, by —— 
their places with silver and gold. A u 
process instead of a wholesale one should be in- 
augurated, connected with free coi of sil- 
ver, to make the proposition worthy of the sup- 
port of business men.
